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This is a decision on the request filed March 14, 2006, which is being treated as a request under 
37 CFR 3.81(b) 1 to delete the name of the assignee on the front page of the above-identified 
patent by way of a Certificate of Correction. 

The request is GRANTED. 

Petitioner requests removal of The McLaughlin Group as the assignee from the front page of the 
Letters Patent as "no such assignment has been recorded." Petitioner further states that "[c]opies 
of the Notices of Recordation and Assignment documents for this matter are not available, as 
there was no assignment record for the 6 496 patent." 

Petitioner is correct that the Office assignment records do not reflect that any assignment to The 
McLaughlin Group has been recorded against this file, or any continuing application. However, 
a review of the assignment records for the divisional application (Application No. 08/101,379; 
see MPEP 306) reflects that an assignment from the inventors to Animatronics, Inc., was 
recorded on November 22, 1993, and that an assignment from Animatronics, Inc. to McLaughlin 
Electronics was also recorded on November 22, 1993. Since the assignment document itself for 
divisional Application No. 08/101,379 is not viewable on the computer database, it is unclear 
whether the assignment from Animatronics, Inc. was an assignment of all rights, title and interest 
in the application or whether it was only a partial assignment. Nevertheless, as petitioner 
correctly points out, no assignment in this application (or for that matter, in any continuing 
application) was ever recorded to The McLaughlin Group. Therefore, it would be appropriate for 
issuance of a Certificate of Correction to delete The McLaughlin Group as an assignee.
